While statem ents have as yet not

result of the double shooting.

It was on the night of July 16, last, 
at a late hour, when Bowman, a jilted 
suitor of Mrs. Resh, lying in w ait for 
Rohrbaugh and the woman upon their 
return from 
a Sunday School 
picnic, 
opened 
fire with 
a double-barrelled 
shotgun, injuring Rohrbaugh to such 
un extent that he died a short time la­ 
ter, and also inflicting injuries upon 
Mrs. Resh. 
She was brought to the 
York hospital, where she was a 
pa­ 
tient for less than two weeks, being 
discharged on July 26. 
Rohrbaugh 
resided 
in 
Hanover, 
while Mrs. Resh and Bowman lived in 
the township 
close to Hanover 
and 
were near neighbors. 
During her stay 
in the hospital M rs. Resh told author­ 
ities that she quit receiving attention: 
of Bowman 
about six weeks 
before 
the fatal shooting and th a t Rohr haugh 
the dead young man, had been in her 
company but three tim es.
